A man who developed a nurse 
to water plants while the house­ 
holder is away has produced a 
new mulitpurpose plant tender. 
William B. Crane, Jr. said his 
latest scientific system is de­ 
signed specifically to automate 
the care of two or more house­ 
hold plants. The new unit feeds 
and water simultaneously if you 
want it to. 
"People who have plants us­ 
ually have many of them and 
they want an inexpensive device 
that will properly care for all 
their plants,** said Crane, who 
heads Plantamation, Inc. "This 
automatic watering system will 
take care of all plants regard­ 
less of size, age, or season." 


Last spring, Crane came out 
with a Plantender for individual 
plants. 
Crane’s three;-year study in­ 
cluded hundreds of plant, soil, 
weight, moisture, and oxygen 
tests. 
The latest device uses a spe­ 
cial sensor that maintains the 
soil moisture best for proper 
growth. The water flow is ad­ 
justed as the plant responds to 
light, heat, and humidity. The 
plant thus determines how much 
water is fed into the soil. 
"Potted plants and the w ater­ 
ing cylinder are arranged in a 
tray at least three-quarters of 
an inch deep," Crane explained. 
"The sensor is placed in the 
soil of one of the plants to mea­ 
sure the moisture content. When 
soil moisture drops below the 


correct level, air penetrates the 
sensor and displaces water in 
the reservoir. 
"The water flows onto the 
tray and is distributed by ver- 
miculite or sand, which also 
creates a microclimate. It is 
then fed into the soil through 
the hole in the bottom of the pot. 
Once the correct moisture level 
is reached, air can no longer 
enter the sensor and water flow 
stops. 
"Thus the plants are never 
overwatered and the roots al­ 
ways have an ample supply of 
oxygen. This is a continuous 
process so that the correct soil 
mixture 
level 
is 
constantly 
maintained." 
Food may be added to the wa­ 
ter. 
The system works best when 
plants with similar moisture 
requirements are grouped on 
the same tray. For example, 
desert cacti and other succu­ 
lents on one tray and moisture-

"People who 'have plants u s­ 
ually have many of them and 
they want an inexpensive device 
that will properly care for all 
their plants,'* said C rane, who 
heads Plantam atlon, Inc. "T h is 
autom atic watering system will 
take care of all plants re g a rd , 
less of siz e , age, or se a so n ." 


Last spring, Crane cam e out 
with a Plantender for individual 
plants. 
C rane’s three-year study in ­ 
cluded hundreds of plant, soil, 
weight, m oisture, and oxygen 
te sts. 
The la test device uses a sp e ­ 
cial sen so r that m aintains the 
soil m oisture best for proper 
growth. The water flow Is ad ­ 
justed as the plant responds to 
light, heat, and hum idity. The 
plant thus determ ines how much 
w ater Is fed Into the so il. 
"P o tted plants and the w a te r­ 
ing cylinder are arranged in a 
tray at le ast th ree -q u a rters of 
an Inch d eep ,” Crane explained. 
"T he sen so r is placed In the 
soil of one of the plants to m ea­ 
sure the m oisture content. When 
soil m oisture drops below the 


c o rrect level, air penetrates th t 
sons or and displaces w ater In 
the reserv o ir. 
"T he water flow» onto th# 
tray and is distributed by v e r- 
m icultte or sand, which also 
c reates a m icroclim ate. It is 
then led into the sol! through 
th# hole In the bottom of th# pot. 
Once the correct m oisture level 
Is reached, air can no longer 
enter the sensor and w ater flow 
Mops. 
"T hus the plants are never 
ove rw ate red and the roots a l­ 
ways have an am ple supply of 
oxygen.

Novel Currents Rising 
In Religious Realm 


By GEORGE W, CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
NEW YORK (AP)— New and 
novel currents are rising In the 
religious realm as the world 
enters the 1970’s, ranging from 
a resurgence of mysticism to 
institutional revolt. 
W hether the trends bode well 
<>r ill for the traditional eccle­ 
siastical organizations remains 
to be seen, but as the decade 
opened, evidence abounded of a 
growing, if unconventional, re­ 
ligious vigor. 
Rather than assuming 
any 
clear-cut 
shape or system, 
however, it appears widely asa 
loose, varied, formless move­ 
ment, cutting across the stand­ 
ard patterns of operation. 
It is provisional, mobile, ques­ 
tioning, inventive, heterogene­ 
ous, (pen -ended. 
Signs of the process show up 
in the mushrooming campus 
courses on religion, the chal­ 
lenges to authorities, including 
church 
establishments, 
the 
spread of unofficial, religiously 
mixed communes, the “ under­ 
ground” churches, “encoun­ 
ter” groups, coffee house min­ 
istries. 
There also is the upsurge of 
mystical techniques, including 
glossolalia, 
parapsychology, 
yoga, drugs and astrology, the 
new “ swinging style” of wor­ 
ship, the blurring of denomin­ 
ational lines, both in concepts 
and in activity. 
Among students, “even as the 
institutional 
religious forms 
and practices disintegrate, re­ 
ligious sensibility seems to be 
appearing, almost in inverse 
proportion,” says the Rev. Ro­ 
bert D. Dewey, dean of the chap­ 
el at Kalamazoo College in 
Michigan. 
The new generation has re­ 
jected the “ god of science” and 
rationalism alone as possess­ 
ing ultimate answerstoperson- 
al meaning and ethical prog­ 
ress, many scholars maintain. 
They cite a turn to the intui­ 
tive, ecstatic, impressionistic 
sensibilities of man, stressing

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On The Right 


N ew Years Wish 


By WILLIAM F. BUCKLEY JR . 
Of all wishes for the New 
Year none obviously, do we feel 
more keenly than that the gory 
chapter of Vietnam should come 
to a tranquil, satisfactory end. 
Professor Robert Dahl, a well 
known political scientist from 
Yale University, writes now a 
letter to the New York Times, 
dissecting the House Resolution 
of a few weeks ago in favor of 
President Nixon's program on 
Vietnam. That Resolution, you 
will 
rem em ber, 
backed 
the 
American effort i%Vietnam un­ 
til the people there are given 
the opportunity to choose their 
own government in internation­ 
ally supervised free elections. 
Oh ho, «says Professor Dahl, 
however much we all approve 
as a matter of m orals the priiw 
ciple of self-government, just 
how is it that we are prepar­ 
ed to fight a very bloody war 
to bring democracy to South 
Vietnafn and not democracy to, 
say, North Vietnam? “ Or Tai­ 
wan? Mainland China? Burma? 
Or, for that m atter, Portugal, 
Spain. Czechoslovakia, the- So­ 
viet Union, South Africa, and 
Egypt — to pick only a few 
exam ples." The professor,who 
one must suppose is good at 
counting, that being what much 
of political science consists 
in nowadays, advises us that 
“ of nearly 150 nominally inde­ 
pendent countries in the world, 
only in about two dozen do the 
people regularly exercise the 
right to free elections." 
Now if Professor Dahl were 
other than he is, one might sup­ 
pose that in humbly asking Mr. 
Nixon for clarification, he was 
making an honest request for in­ 
formation. In fact, Mr. Dahl has 
been gung-hoing for pull-out for 
several years, and is merely 
diverting himself, but in the 
process of doing so, he raises 
questions which puzzle and will 
puzzle a number of people. So, 
since Mr. Nixon Is busy, I 
shall reply to Mr. Dahl. 


1) It isn't free elections that 
we are fighting for in South 
Vietnam. “ Free elections" lias 
become a kind of shorthand for 
“ resisting armed aggression by 
Communist forces in Southeast 
Asia to gobble up a country 
which would be otherwise in­ 
dependent." The “ free elec­ 
tions" cant, however, has nev­ 
er really been a property of the 
hawks in America. It was more 
or less forced on them by the 
abstractionists of democracy 
whom, now, Professor Dahl de­ 
rides. 
It 
was 
Senator 
Robert 
Kennedy who went about the 
country proclaiming that if the 
South Vietnamese people wanted 


Comm inism. it was their right 
to have Communism. That in­ 
anity was never publicly chal­ 
lenged by Mr. Dahl in any let­ 
ter to the New York Times. 
The trouble with it is, of course, 
twofold: a) One cannot vote for 
Communism of the kind we are 
experienced in without in ef­ 
fect declaring a kind of war 
against one's neighbors. 
Communism is a militant ag- 
gressive faith. 
It does not 
matter that the boundaries of 
Communist countries may for 
an extensive period of time be 
static. Tne borders of China 
have not greatly moved over the 
past 20 years, but China's busy 
manufacture of hydrogen bombs 
and intercontinental m issiles 
itself imposes a burden on the 
world community. 
b) To say that,a country has 
the “ right" to vote itself into 
Communism is to say that pol­ 
itical rights are higher than 
human rights, a doctrine one 
would think Mr. Dahl, the form­ 
er head of the Political Science 
Association, would have taken 
an early opportunity to reject. 
You see, if a majority votes in 
Communism (which by the way 
has never been done except in 
the opera bouffe state of San 
Remo), it votes to take away 
the human rights of the minor­ 
ity. 
The 
United Nations is, 
granted, a silly institution on 
the whole, but when it sought 
to establish a Convention on 
Human 
Rights 
that lay out­ 
side the political reaches of gov­ 
ernments of the world, it was 
saying, in effect, that no coun­ 
try had the right to vote itself 
into Comm inism. 
(So that, 2) although Congress 
used the formula that the South 
Vietnamese have the right to 
choose their own government, 
what Congress clearly intended 
to say was that the South Viet­ 
namese have the right to assert 
their independence, anti that the 
United States having by proto­ 
col extended the SEATO Treaty 
to South Vietnam, we have the 
obligation to help the South 
Vietnamese to assert that inde­ 
pendence. If Mr. Dahl desires 
to question the advisability of 
the SEATO Treaty that cer­ 
tainly is his privilege, along 
with that of other dissenters. 
But since Mr. Dahl has said 
that he is in favor of self- 
government, then perhaps he 
will be satisfied to recall that 
the SEATO Treaty was endors­ 
ed by the people's representa­ 
tives by a vot of 82 to 1, 
and that the Gulf of Tonkin re­ 
solution, empoweringthe Presi­ 
dent to put into effect the guar­ 
antees of that Treaty, was pas­ 
sed, in the House of Represen­ 
tatives, unanimously.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


The Kennedy Question 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — The pain­ 
ful question hanging over Sen­ 
ator Ted Kennedy, as the inquest 
opens next week into the drown­ 
ing of Mary Jo Kopechne, is 
whether he wantonly abandoned 
the helpless girl in his sunken 
car. 
Judge Janies A. Boyle, who will 
conduct the inquest, has made 
quiet Inquiries into the Sena­ 
to r’s possible dereliction.Ken­ 
nedy already has acknowledged 
that he left Mary Jo at the bot­ 
tom of Poucha Pond onChappa- 
quiddlck Island for nine hours 
before he reported the accident 
to the police. 
John F arrar, the diver who 
removed Mary Jo’s body from 
the submerged car, told inves­ 
tigators there was a “ strong 
possibility” that she could have 
been rescued if the Senator had 
reported the accident at once. 
F a rra r concluded from his 
underwater examination that an 
air bubble had formed inside the 
car and that Mary Jo had su r­ 
vived 
tor 
several terrifying 
minutes, trapped in the sunken 
black Oldsmobile. 
Under the so-called “ Good 
Samaritan” doctrine Kennedy 
may have had a legal obligation 
to seek help for her. Judge Boy­ 
le is trying todeterrnine wheth­ 
er this doctrine, which has been 
applied in civil cases, could be 
used as the basis for criminal 
charges against Senator Ken­ 
nedy. 


CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE? 
District Attorney Edmund Di­ 
m s, say insiders, will take the 
same approach, contending that 
the Senator’s failure to alert the 
authorities constituted crim i­ 
nal negligence. In a sim ilar 
1967 case, he obtained the con­ 
viction of a Christian Scientist 
mother, who refused to seek 
medical help for her sick baby. 
Not only the Senator but the two 
men he summoned to the acci­ 
dent scene — his cousin Joe 
Gargan and friend Paul Mark­ 
ham — may be subject to the 
same charge. Dinis, according 
to the inside source, may ac­ 
cuse all three men of “ willful, 
wanton and negligent” conduct 
because of their failure to notify 
the authorities. 
The most damaging testimony 
is expected to come from F a r­ 
rar, who has already told Din- 
is’s investigators that, in his 
opinion, “ a large amount of 
air would have Initially been 
trapped” inside the car. 
He declared, “ Had I received 
a call within five to ten min­ 
utes of the accident occurring, 
and was able, as I was the fol­ 
lowing morning, to be at the 
victim’s side within 25 minutes 
of receiving the call, in such 
event there is a strong possi­ 


bility that she would have been 
alive upon removal from this 
submerged c a r." 
F a rra r found the body in the 
right rear seat. Emphasizing 
that the car was bottom up, he 
stated: “With respect to the 
seat, she was upside dowa. 
With respect to the water, she 
was right side up. Her head was 
cocked back, her face pressed 
into the foot w ell.” 
This is where the air bubble 
likely 
would have formed, he 
said. 
The idea that Senator Kennedy 
might have left Mary Jo alive in 
an air bubble under the murky 
w aters Is so damaging that his 
attorneys have made elabarate 
tests to try to prove no air bub­ 
ble could have formed. 


KENNEDY’S STOR Y 
The Senacor has also assured 
intimates that he dived repeat­ 
edly for Marv Jo, groped inside 
the submerged car, but couldn’t 
locate her. Concluding that she 
had escaped, he shifted his 
search to the shore. The inti­ 
mates say he recruited Gargan 
and Markham not to rescue the 
girl from the pond, as he later 
stated, but to search the vicin­ 
ity for her. 
F a r r a r 
has confirmed, at 
least, that Mary Jo’s body was 
difficult to locate. Even in day­ 
light, using scubba 
gear, he 
searched the submerged car and 
circled it before he noticed a 
dangling foot. 
As this column has previous­ 
ly reported, Gargan agreed to 
take the rap for the accident, and 
the two friends hustled Kennedy 
back to the mainland where he 
established an alibi with an inn­ 
keeper at 2;30 a.m . 
The Senator has explained to 
intim ates, however, tha. he con­ 
sidered letting Gargan take the 
blame only because he thought 
Mary Jo had escaped and the ac ­ 
cident 
was 
m inor. 
Once he 
learned that Mary Jo had died 
in his car, he assumed full r e ­ 
sponsibility. 
His statement to the police a - 
bout the events of the tragic 
night, he told intimates, was 
prepared by Markham. W it­ 
nesses say that it was written 
in Markham’s handwriting, a l­ 
though the original document 
has disappeared. A dazed Ken­ 
nedy read and signed the state­ 
ment, which gave a different 
account than the one he has told 
to intimates. 
Some advisers are now urging 
Kennedy to repudiate the M ark­ 
ham statement and give his own 
version at the inquest. But other 
advisers have warned this would 
open him to prosecution for 
signing a false statement. 
At stake is the honor of the 
Kennedvs 
and, 
possibly, the 
presidency of the United States.

"O r Tai­ 
wan? Mainland China? Burma? 
Or, for that m atter, Portugal, 
Spain. Czechoslovakia, the So­ 
viet Union, South Africa, and 
Egypt — to pick only a few’ 
examples.'* The proles sor, who 
one must suppose is good at 
counting, that being what much 
of political, science consists 
in nowadays, advises us that 
"of nearly 150 nominally inde­ 
pendent countries in the world, 
only in about two dozen do toe 
people regularly exercise the 
right to free elections." 
Now if Professor Dahl were 
other than he is, one might sup­ 
pose that in humbly asking Mr, 
Nixon for clarification, he was 
making an honest request for in­ 
formation. In fact, M r. Dahl has 
been gung-hoing for pull-out for 
several years, and is merely 
diverting himself, but in the 
process of doing so, he raises 
questions which puzzle and. will 
puzzle a number of people.

1) It isn't free elections that 
we are fighting for in South 
Vietnam. "F ree elections" has 
become a kind of Shorthand for 
"resisting armed aggression by 
Communist forces in Southeast 
Asia to gobble up a country 
which would be otherwise in­ 
dependent." The "free elec­ 
tions" cant, however, has nev­ 
er really been a property’ of the 
hawks in America. It was more 
or less forced on them by toe 
abstractionists of democracy 
whom, now, Professor Dahl de­ 
rides. 
It 
was 
Senator 
Robert 
Kennedy who went about the 
country proclaiming that if toe 
South Vietnaniese people wanted 


Comm mism, it was their right 
to have Communism. That in­ 
anity was never publicly chal­ 
lenged by Mr, Dahl in any let­ 
ter to the New York Times. 
The trouble with it is, of course, 
twofold; a) One cannot vote for 
Communism of the kind we are 
experienced in without in ef­ 
fect declaring a kind of war 
against one's neighbors. 
Communism Is a militant ag­ 
gressive faith. 
It does not 
matter that the boundaries of 
Communist countries may for 
an extensive period of time be 
static. Tne borders of China 
have not greatly moved over the 
past 20 years, but China’s busy 
manufacture of hydrogen bombs 
.and inte rcontinental m issiles 
itself imooses a burden on the 
world community. 
b) To say that,a. country has 
toe "rig h t" to vote itself into 
Communism is to say that pol­ 
itical righto are higher than 
human rights, a doctrine one 
would think Mr. Dahl, the form­ 
er head of the Political Science 
Association, would have taken 
an early opportunity to reject. 
You see, if a majority votes in 
Communism (which by the way 
has never been done except in 
the opera bouffe state of San 
Remo), it votes to take away 
toe human rights of the minor­ 
ity. 
The 
United Nations is, 
granted, a silly institution on 
toe whole, but when it sought 
to establish a Convention on 
Human 
Rights 
that lay out­ 
side the political reaches of gov­ 
ernments of the world, it was 
saying, in effect, that no coun­ 
try had the right to vote itself 
into Comm mism. 
(So that, 2) although Congress 
used the formula that toe South 
Vietnamese have the right to 
choose their own government, 
what Congress clearly intended 
to say was that the South Viet­ 
namese have the right, to'assert 
their independence, and that the 
United States having by proto­ 
col extended the SEAT0 Treaty 
to South Vietnam, we have the 
obligation to help the South 
Vietnamese to assert that inde­ 
pendence. If Mr. Dahl desires 
to question the advisability’ of 
the SEA TO Treaty that cer­ 
tainly is his privilege, along 
with that of other dissenters. 
But since Mr, Dahl has said 
that he is in favor of self- 
government, then perhaps tie 
will be satisfied to recall that 
the SEATO Treaty was endors­ 
ed by the people's representa­ 
tives bv a voto of 82 to 1, 
and that the Gulf of Tonkin re­ 
solution, e mpow e ring toe P res i* 
dent to put into effect the guar­ 
antees of that Treaty, was pas­ 
sed., in toe House of Represen­ 
tatives, unanimously.

John F arrar, the diver who 
removed Mary Jo's body from 
the submerged car, told inves­ 
tigators there was a "strong 
possibility" that she could have 
tieen rescued if the Senator had 
reported the accident at once. 
F arrar concluded from his 
underwater examination that an 
air bubble had formed inside the 
car and that Mary Jo had s u r­ 
vived 
for 
several te rrifying 
minutes, trapped in the sunken 
black Olds mobile. 
Under the so-called "Good 
Sam arttan" doctrine Kenned\ 
may have had a legal obligation 
to seek help for her. Judge Boy­ 
le is trying todeterinlnew heth­ 
er this doctrine, which has been 
applied in civil cases, could be 
used as the basis for crim inal 
charges against Senator Ken­ 
nedy.

CRIMINAL NEGLIGENCE? 
District Attorney Edmund Dt- 
nls, say insiders, will take the 
same approach, contending that 
the Senator’s failure to alert the 
authorities constituted crim i­ 
nal negligence.

has disappeared. A dazed Ken­ 
nedy read and signed the state­ 
ment, which gave a different 
account than the one he has told 
to intimates. 
Some advisers are now urging 
Kennedy to repudiate the M ark­ 
ham statement and give his own 
version at the inquest. But other 
ad visers have warned this would 
open him to prosecution for 
signing a false statement. 
At stake is the honor of the

and,

Western 
Theology 
Is New 


By GEORGE W. CORNELL 
NEW YORK (AP)—Out of Tex­ 
as comes a new brand of C hris­ 
tian teaching In keeping with its 
geographlcaJ origins. Its called 
"W estern theology.” And it out­ 
fits the faith in the imagery of 
frontier cow country. 
In it the church is likened to a 
battered "covered wagon" on 
the trail into the future. God is 
portrayed as adeterm ined,dri­ 
ving " tra il boss." Jesus is 
the "scout" out in front. 
In basic meanings, the "sy m - 
bolish is quite Biblical," says 
the Rev. W esley Seeliger, the 
Episcopal college chaplain who 
devised the W estern-style de­ 
scriptions to put the age-old 
concepts 
in vivid, dram atic 
term s. 
"It was an idea I first used 
in a campus serm on," says the 
Rev. Mr. Seeliger, a chaplain at 
Texas A&M University, College 
Station, Tex, It’s now circula­ 
ted in a 15-cent, cartoon-illus­ 
trated booklet which has sold 
more than 12,000 copies. 
"All sorts of church groups 
have been interested in it, rang­ 
ing from the Billy Graham o r­ 
ganization 
to Catholic 
nuns, 
some of whom use it for m edi­ 
tations," he said. "Requests for 
it have come from half a dozen 
foreign countries." 
In "W estern theology," as in 
present- day church life, he 
says, there are two contrasting 
approaches to faith, one of which 
he calls "se ttle r theology," and 
the other, "pioneer theology." 
As he tells it, the advocates 
of "settler theology" see the 
church 
as a "courthouse," a 
fixed, sturdy preserver of the 
past. "The old stone structure 
dominates the town square. 
"Its windows are small. This 
makes the thing easy to defend, 
but quite dark inside. . . W ith­ 
in the thick, courthouse walls, 
records are kept, taxes collect­ 
ed, trials held for bad guys." 
In "pioneer theology," how­ 
ever, the church is a covered 
wagon. "It is a house on wheels 
— always on the move. . . It 
bears the m arks of life and 
movement — it creaks, is s c a r­ 
red with arrow s, bandaged with 
bailing wire. . . It moves in on 
the future and doesn’t bother to 
glorify its own ru ts." 
God is depicted as a rough and 
rugged " tra il boss," bursting 
with vigor and life. He "liv es, 
eats, sleeps, fights with his 
m en" and "often gets down 
in the mud with the pioneers to 
help push the wagon which fre ­ 
quently gets stuck." 
Jesus is the "scout’’who rides 
out ahead to pick the trail and 
show the pioneers the way to 
go. "Through his actions and 
words he shows the true spirit, 
intent and concern of the trail 
boss."

In It the church is likened to a 
battered “ covered way;"on** on 
the trail Into the future.

In basic meanings, the “ sym­ 
bol ish is quite Biblical,” says 
the Rev, Wesley Seellger, the 
Episcopal college chaplain who 
devised the Western-style de­ 
scriptions to put the age-old 
concepts 
In vivid, dramatic 
term s. 
“ It was an. idea I first used 
In a campus sermon,” says the 
Rev. Mr, Seellger, a chaplain at 
Texas AIM University,College 
Station, Tex. It’s now circula­ 
ted In a 15-cent, cartoon-Illus­ 
trated booklet which has sold 
more than 12,000 copies. 
■“ All sorts of church groups 
have been Interested In It, rang­ 
ing from the Billy Graham or­ 
ganization 
to Catholic 
nuns, 
some of whom use it for medi­ 
tations,” he said. “ Requests for 
it have come from half a dozen 
foreign countries.” 
In “Western theology,” as in 
present- day church life, he 
says, there are two contrasting 
approaches to faith, one of which 
he calls “ settler theology,” and 
the other, “pioneer theology.” 
As he tells it, the advocates 
of “ settler theology” see the 
church 
as a “ courthouse,” a 
fixed, sturdy preserver of the 
past, “The old stone structure 
dominates the town square. 
“ Its windows are small. This 
makes the thing easy to defend, 
but quite dark inside. . . With­ 
in the thick, courthouse walls, 
records are kept, taxes collect­ 
ed, trials held for bad guys.'* 
to “ pioneer theology,” how­ 
ever, the church is a covered 
wagon. “ It is a house on wheels 
— always on the move. . . It 
bears the marks of life and 
movement — it creaks, is scar­ 
red with arrows, bandaged with 
bailing wire. , . ft moves in on 
the future and doesn’t bother to 
glorify its own ruts.”
